If no agreement is worked out 
bereeen the city and the league. the 
cies can still enforce the terms of the 
lease and demand that the league be 
off the site in 90 days. 

The City of Yorba Linda has said 
that the argument over the land 1s 
really between the school district 
and the league, and that their only 
interest in the site as purely 
admunistrative. 

However, the city has sided with 
the school board over the fields. The 
city appears to have the motivation 
to side with the trustees. 

Reportedly. there has been recent 
discussions between the city and the 
district regarding the trade of the 
baseball site to the city, for a 
city-owned property. 

City Attorney Leonard Hampel 
directed the league to the school 
district when the issue was brought 
before him at a recent city council 
meeting, claiming that the dispute 
was not a city matter. 

However, at a previous board 
meeting the idea of charging 
organizations for the use of the 
fields, including the Little League, 
was discussed. This item was tabled 
for discussion at a later date. 

In the meantime, the Little 
League is forced to plan on a revised 
1977 baseball schedule, as the city 
has promised the field to another 
group on days which interfere with 
the proposed schedule. 

And, thus, the 76 teams involved 
in the Yorba Linda Little League 
become yet another victim, caught
